“In Wildest Tibet” 

The stunning work of Galen Rowell is well 
known to members of the California 
Academy of Sciences, through his many lec- 
tures over the years, and most recently in his 
exhibition Mountain Light, on view now in 
the Peterson-McBean Galleries. 


This month Galen will take Academy 
members along on one expedition for a uni- 
que look at inner Tibet — from the shrines of 
Lhasa to the legendary monasteries of 
Rongbuk and Tashilunpo, from trekking 
through villages to climbing the North Col of 
Mount Everest. 

In his slide/lecture he will discuss how 
zoologists, ornithologists, geographers and 
geologists help interpret a relatively unex- 
plored region reputed to contain not only the 
world’s highest peak, but also the fiercest 
tribes of Central Asia and a “‘veritable 
zoological garden” of Tibetan wildlife. 


Galen Rowell, who was born and raised in 


Berkeley, California, received his first assign- 


ment from National Geographic in 1973. He 
has been on over 1000 climbs over the 
course of his career, from Yosemite and 
Alaska to more than ten major expeditions in 
the Himalaya. 

Galen Rowell will sign copies of his book 
Mountains of the Middle Kingdom: Exploring 
the High Peaks of China and Tibet, new from 
Sierra Club Books, in the exhibit Mountain 
Light following each members’ meeting. 

As usual, your membership card admits you 
through the main entrance at Cowell Hall for 
all meetings, and through the Wattis Hall 
entrance for the matinee program. Please be 
prepared to show your membership card at 
the auditorium door for the afternoon 
presentation.
